Death Total Now Reaches Hundred and Eleven, With 
Five Hundred Prostrations Reported, Many of Whom 
Will Die—Fourteen Bitten by Mad Dogs and Mor- 
tality Among Animals Is Worst in City’s History.

HICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 1.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} Twenty-eight additional 
deaths today from the excessive heat, 
as reported by the Coroner, bring 
the total for Chicago for the last 
three days to 111. There were more 
than 600 prostrations, and of these 
victims many will not survive. A 
majority of those who died today 
were stricken yesterday and last 
night and taken to hospitals. 
Bighty-five babies have died in this 
city in the last three days of heat, and 


seventy-six deaths are reported from 
various points in the Central West.

LONDON, July 1. — The Balkan 
situation is extremely puzzling. The 
Servian government announces almost 


in the same breath, the acceptance of 
Russian arbitration and the existence 
of a state of war. 

The dispatches which arrived to- 
night from Belgrade are of the most 
conflicting character. Some announce 
that fighting has ceased since Mon- 
day; others that serious fighting con- 
tinues and that the Servians have cap- 
tured Istip and Krupischte, with 
heavy losses on both sides. 

All these reports must be regarded 
with suspicion, The only tangible fact 
seems to be that there has been no 
formal! declaration of war or interrup- 
tion of diplomatic relations as yet. 

The ambassadorial conferees met at 
London today to discuss the situation, 
but arrived at no decision. Nothing is 
known concerning Roumanta's atti- 
tude. A Bulgarian official statement 
has been issued confirming the cap- 
ture of Guevgheli and the throwing 
back of the Greek forces on the 
Struma River. 

Accusations of massacre and ra- 
pine so common during the last war 
are again spread broadcast, especially 
by the Greeks, although according to 
official reports the opposing States 
have ordered their armies to remain 
on the defensive. All of the former 
alltes are making warlike preparations 
and are organizing hospital and med- 
services.

National divorce laws, reform of di- 
voree court procedure, more solemnity 
in connection with the marriage cere- 
mony, making it difficult for the un- 
fit to marry, educational effort start- 
ing with childhood, were outlined in 
addresses by Charles Merle D' Aubigne 
of Paris, Prof. R. C. Wylie of Pitts- 
burgh, Rev. Edwin H. Delk of Phila- 
delphia, the Rev. James M. Wylie of 
Kansas City and William Holderby of 
Pittsburgh. 

D’Aubigne, chief epeéesaker, had 
list®#ned to a report by Prof Wylie 
as chairman of a commission to in- 
vestigate the causes of dissension in 
family life, and to a table of statistics 
by the Rev. James Wylie showing 
the divorce leadership of the United 
Atates. Then he said that in his opin- 
ton America is no worse than any 
ether country. 

PEACE PROPOSALS. 

Following are the principal recom- 
mendations made in the report by the 
Peace Commission of the conference: 
Inaugurate a plan of systematic dis- 
cussion of the true meaning of the 
Christ doctrine of the brotherhood of 
man.

Inaugurate agitation to the end of 


passing laws which will make the mis-

‘tional differences, in newspapers or 


otherwise, libelous and punisha ble. 
Regulate the requirements for Ameri- 
‘can naturalization along lines of in- 
tellect, physical condition, and mor- 


color and nationality. 

Local color was given to the re- 
port of the commission in its recom- 
mendations relating to the qualifi- 
cations for naturalization, because, al- 
though the Japanese were not speci- 
fied in the report, that race was evi- 
dently in the minds of the Peace Com- 
mission when that resolution was 
drawn.

New York Judge Upholds Right to 
Show Up Firm's Business When Mo- 
tive Is Good. 

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THe run 
NEW YORK, July 1.—A newspaper 
has a legal right to expose a business 
firm’s methods of doing business pro- 


vided the motives of its publishers 
“are open to the belief that they are 
in good faith, exposing those who are 
over-reaching the simple and abusing 
the confidence of the credulous.” 

This was the substance of an opin- 
fon handed down today by Judge 
Hand, in the Federal Court, denying 
a motion made by the E. A. Strout 
Farm Agency for an injunction re- 
straining the Rural Publishing Com- 
pany from printing threats to expose 
the plaintiff's business methods. 

“While editors are not exempt from 
the common motives of other men,” 
wrote Judge Hand, “they may, and in 
this case, did enter a general desire 
to help their readers arid expose such 
as may practice upon their credulity. 
That is a very admirable purpose in 
a newspaper. The refusal of the 
plaintiff's advertising long before this 
controversy became acute is a corro- 
boration of that motive.”

CITY BUILDER 
QUEITLY TAKEN 


Thrice - Councilman Nickell 
Passes at Seventy. 


Instrumental in Great Works 
of Generation ‘Ago. 
Saw Realized the Ambition of 
Thirty Fears. 


Francis M. Nickell, a resident of 
Los Angeles for a generation, died 
yesterday morning at his home, No. 
828 South Fremont avenue, a few 
weeks after the allotted term of three 
score years and ten had expired, but 
not until he saw realized his ambi- 
tions for the metropolis he was in- 
strumental in building. 

Nickell came to Los Angeles in 
1883 from Kansas, although he was 
born in Kentucky. He came before 
the city of today had shaken off her 
chrysalis and plunged into the work 
of empire building with an enthu- 
siasm which did not desert him un- 
til stricken with his last sickness five 
months ago. 

A contractor and builder, he had 
a finger in the laying of the founda- 
tions for the present metropolis and 
was engaged upon many of the nota- 
ble structures of that early day.

He never lost interest in the welfare 
and development of the city of his 
adoption.

STURDY FIGURE 
NEARING END. 


Founder of Fruit Exchange 
Dying at Seaside. 


Greatest Co-operative Plan in 
the World His. 


All of ‘Southern California 
Indebted to Him. 


— — 


T. H. B. Chamblin, father of the 
California Fruit Growers’ Exchange, 
is dying in the Long Beach Sanato- 
| rium. His condition last night was 
regarded so critical by his physicians 
that they practically abandoned hope. 
His son, Wilbur Chamblin, of River 
side, and two of his daughters, Mrs. 
W. C. Whitcomb, of Chicago, and Mrs. 
Lincoln Caswell of New York, are at 
the bedside. Another daughter is 
speeding homeward from Europe, but 
may not come in time. The father 
has been sick many weeks. His home 
is in Riverside. 

Chamblin, who is 79 years of age, 
loomed large in the trying days of 
the citrus industry. He saw the silver 
lining when the clouds were darkest, 
and it is largely due to his initiative 
and indomitable spirit that the Indus- 
try Was rescued and made, through 
the exchange, a part of the largest 
successful co-operative organization in 
the world. 


Cham blin’s name is written indelibly 
into the history of Southern Califor- 
nia. He was born in Morristown, Or., 
in 1834. He was a printer in early 
life; married in 1860, and came to 
California twenty years later. 

He settied with his family in River- 
side and was an active factor in bring- 
ing about in 1883 the incorporation 
of that city, serving as its first Clerk. 
He became interested in orange grow- 
ing and set out an orchard, but in 
1889 the profits had gone glimmering 


and the future seemed without prom- 


ise. The commission merchants and 
rebaters became wealthy and dicta- 
torial, and the orchardist was bound 
hand and foot by debt to the merchant 
far in advance of the growing and 
marketing of his. succeeding year’s 
crop. 

At this point Chamblin conceived 
the idea of a co-operative organiza- 
tion to combat the evils and organ- 
ized the Pucnappa Orange Growers’ 
Association of Riverside, which 
shipped its fruit without the aid or 
consent of any outside merchant. 

This led to a campaign of agitation 
and education in which Chamblin, a 
fluent speaker and ready debater, took 
the fc and in four years’ hard work 
linked a chain of 'ocal exchanges Into 
a parent organization known as the 
Southern California Fruit Exchange. 
The pérfection of the present system 
of marketing the citrus fruits of 
Southern California is thus traced di- 
rectly back to him. 

So largely did his-efforts enter into 
the establishment and accomplish- 
ments of the exchange that he was 
presented, a few y ago, with a 
beautiful loving cup, and distin- 
guished by having bestowed upon him 
the honorary ‘title, “Father of the Cal- 
ifornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange.”

San Francisco Promises, Aid 
for Student Nurses.

Southern California hospitals, in 
open revolt at the extension of the 
eight-hour law for women passed by 
the last Legislature, will form a great 
protective association at a called meet- 
ing tonight, when plans will be Mid 
for putting the obnoxious law to ref- 
erendum vote before it goes into ef- 
fect on August 13. 

Hospital superintendents, trustees 
and staff physicians representing every 
medical institution in Los Angeles and 
nearly every hospital in the southern 
part of the State have already joined 
the movement to eliminate nurses 
from the eight-hour provision of the 
law and the roster will be filled to- 
night dy even more representatives 
when an association is formed. San 
Francisco hospitals and others to the 
North will follow the lead of the Los 
Angeles institutions and will co-op- 
erate in the battle against the bill. 

The particular grievance of the hos- 
pitals is that the McDonald act, which 
outlived other measures providing for 
eight-hour employment of women, 
does not except nurses in training or 
graduate nurses in private work. The 
measure is the outgrowth of the m- 
iquitous labor lobby that hurled itself 
from San Francisco upon the law- 
makers at Sacramento and recetved a 
patronizing crumb in the way of freak 
eccupational legislation. In a general 
way, the McDonald bill makes it un- 
lawful] to employ women longer than 
eight hours, six days a week. The bill

Burdette Got As Near As Doc Cook to the 
North Pole. 


No; you cannot go into the Yosemite Val 
ley with your automobile. The man who 
told you that he did lies like a speedome- 
ter. But you go as near as the railway 
will carry you and then you may leave your 
car and go the rest of the way by stage.

We came into the State highway farther 
north; a little way narth of Fresno, and 
bumped and jolted and bounced and slid 
over the memories of roadways once oiled, 
along stretches of the worst roads ever, 
whereon, if you ride out on horseback on 
the evening of July 4 you may view the 
wrecks of what is left of certain and sun- 
dry automobiles, the owners whereof once 
fondly believed they were racing cars.
